‘That was the most secret 
ballot I ever saw. Even the 
instructions were in code.” This 
was a typical comment which 
could be heard at any one of 
the election boothes Wednesday 
as the slightly bemuddled stu- 
dents emerged from behind the 
booth curtains,

was the initiation of a new voting 
system using IBM cards instead 
of the traditional ballots, Stu- 
dents wishing to cast their votes 
were required to wait patiently 
in line while election officials 
checked a ponderous book to see 
if the prospective voter was reg- 
istered in the proper department 
or if that department even 
existed, Then once it was con-

firmed that he was indeed born, 
he was handeJ a fluttering mass 
of paper and a couple of colorful 
IBM cards with an instruction 
sheet telling him what he was 
supposed to do with all of it. 

At this point, the real prob- 
lem arose, One student exclaimed 
directions, you have half the 
battle won.”’ Another said about 
them ‘‘They read like a Dick 
and Jane book,’”’ And one summed 
up the generalized opinion of the 
voters with his statement ‘‘I’ve 
taken tests that were easier than 
that.”’ 

The original purpose of the 
new system was meant to speed 
up the process of vote counting 
by turning the job over to a 
computer, That was before the 
problem of a gigantic slate of 
write-in candidates came upon 
the scene, As the whole thing 
turned out, the preponderance 
of printed matter a student was 
required to swim through before 
he could mark that ever import- 
ant ‘‘X’? was enough to dampea 
the spirits of even ihe most 
patriotic, 

One poor student after over- 
coming his characteristic “‘apa- 
thy’’ went to the polls only to be 
told that his name was not on 
the register and that he would 
have to go to the administration 
building to ‘‘confirm his exist- 
ence,’”’ With noted impatience, 
he turned from the election tabie 
and said in frustration ‘‘That’s 
the last time I’ll vote, It’s much 
easier to be apathetic,” 

The question now arises if it 
is better to spend a few more 
hours counting ballots by hand and 
have an electorate which will 
return to the polls next year, 
or use a confusing computer 
system and bring about even more 
apathy on campus, The concensus 
ssemed to be that the old voting 
method is much more preferable,

Editorial 
Election 


Disgrace 


The recent student body election held on this campus was 
a disgrace to the students of Sacramento State College. 


There are facts and there are speculations about the pro- 
blems that arose out of the election. Some were mechanical, 
such as the problem of the IBM cards (in registering the vote} 
ang some of the problems were of a greater magnitude such as 
write-in candidates not eligible for candidacy. 


So who is to blame? Persons involved in student govern- 
ment are quick to point the finger of guilt to the Homet. While 
those of us concerned with the Hornet are put on the defensive 
and reply that the election faults are not our problem. 


As basic as it may seem the problem lies within the sys- 
tem itself. The system of the relationship that has perpetually 
existed between student government and the student news- 
peper and the biame that is placed by either party when some- 
thing of major importance goes afoul. 


The Hormet (or the Eaitor of the Hornet, for those of you 
who don’t know who has final responsibility for everything 
the newspaper says and does) asks that those persons charg- 
ea with calling for a new election take the action for the sake 
of Sacramento State Coliege and not reject the idea of calling 
another election because it will take too much of their time 
or the proper deaalines won't be met if those candidates in 
this election aren't immediately ushered into their respective 
(elected?) offices. 


For this to be a responsible criticism there are certain 
judgment that must be made and evaluated in light of the 
events that took place. As this writer is very much on top of 
the campus activities aue to the position and the information 
that flows through this office, irregularities of this ejection 
were brought to attention. The fiest was the probiem of the 
IBM cards and the difficulty in voting even with the instructions 


The secona problem and the one that has caused the most 
furor was that of write-in candidates for President and Vice 
President. The ASSSC Board of Directors passea a statute 
(election code) authorized by the present constitution which 
stated: ‘‘In cases where the ASSSC Constitution of Statutes 
require candidates to run on a ticket, write-in votes shall not 
be counted for the offices involved.’ 


Sume election officials explainea it the way the Boara of 
Directors haa intenaed it, but some officials explained it in 
such a confusing manner to the students voting that it sounded 
like no write-in candidates at all would be counted, ana with 
a large number of positions vacant they repliea, "No wonder 
you have apathy, elections are so confusing and misleading.” 


Another factor involvea is the matter of the constitution- 
ality of the statute which prohibits write-in candidates. The 
basic problem is in communications, no where in the election 
code goes it explain the BOD’s philosophy on restricting 
write-in candidates where running as a ticket. If the student 
feaders argue that coverage should have been given in the 
Homet, they are forgetting one point, the newspaper is not to 
act as the decisive factor in the matter of legal jurisprudence 
on interpreting the legislative matters it (the BOD) conducts. 


The Homet asks for another election on the grounds that 
students would honor a wise decision by the election board 
committee instead of disavewing themselves completely with 
student government and attempting to ria student government 
altogether by signing petitions blindly and on a mass basis 
that would make a mockery if not shambles of this institution. 


This is askea in all sincerity with no personalities involved 
whatsoever ana is hoped that the responsible persons will 
take action to correct the situation that threatens the entire 
entire life of Sacramento State College.

Fair Housing 


State Senator John G, Schmitz 
from Orange County will speak 
on ‘*Fair Housing Laws in Cali- 
fornia’’ Wednesday, May 3, at 
Draper Hall from 1 to 2 pm. 
The main emphasis of his talk 
will be on the Rumford F air Hous- 
ing Law. 


Schmitz, who has been the 
Republican senator from Orange 
County since 1964, is a member 
of the John Birch Society and 
is active in the National and 
California Rifle Associations. He 
is also active in the California 
Young Republicans and helped 
to secure the Orange County 
support of Presidential Candidate 
Barry Goldwater in 1964. 


Sinee he has been in the state 
legislature, Schmitz has voted 
against fair housing legislation 
and campaigned for the passage 
of Proposition 16, which repealed 
the Rumford Fair Housing Bill. 
Since then he has opposed any 
further legislation that would es- 
tablish laws concerning the sale 
and rental of housing in California 
to minority groups. 


Sen, Schmitz was born in Mil- 
waukee in 1930, and received his 
B.S, degree from Marquette 
University in 1952 and his M.A, 
degree in 1960 from Long Beach 
State College. Since 1960 he has 
been a lecturer in pilosophy, 
history and political Science at 
Santa Ana College. He also served 
8 years of active duty in the 
U.S. Marine Corps and is 
presently a Major in the ASMC 
Reserves. He now serves as 
Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military and Veterans 
Aftairs and is a member of 
committees on Education, El- 
ections, Reapportionment, Local 
Government and Social Welfare.

a candidates name will be ac- 

cepted as a write-in vote, 
3 In cases where the ASSSC 

Constitution or statutes re- 

quires candidates to run on 

a ticket, write-in votes shall 

not be counted for the offices 

involved, 

This last part of the Article 
has been interpreted by Nadine 
Weinberg, Elections Coordi- 
nator, as meaning that write-in 
votes for all offices other than 
for president and v.p, will be 
counted, and that votes for per- 
sons other than for those whoare 
on the ballot will be made void, 

Frye and Groves, who have 
been disqualified by this part of 
the code, have stated a number 
of reasons why the election should 
be and will be contested, First, 
they said that the election was 
totally undemocratic with all the 
qualification requirements for 


running. Secondly, they said that 
the election code was not publi- 
cized, and that it was not made 
known to the students that write- 
in votes for president and v.p, 
would not be counted, Third, 
there is a question over the 
composition of the election board 
and election officials which Frye 
said came from only a small 
minority of students and did not 
represent ali of the various cam- 
pus interest groups, 

They also said that they will 
contest the election on the 
grounds that the election code 
itself is undemocratic. 

Doug Carter, also running as 
a write-in candidate, said that 
Nadine Weinberg said his votes 
would be counted, but after the 
polls opened the issue got guite 
confused. He said also that he was 
going to contest the election on 
grounds that the ballots can not 
be discriminated against because

BOD DECIDES TO 
LEAVE ELECTION 


| HASSLE ALONE

An eleventh hour attempt to 
avoid a2 typically chaotic ASSSC 
election was shunned by a resign- 
ed Board of Directors at their 
meeting Tuesday night. 


John Sutter, undeclared rep- 
resentative, suggested that the 
BOD vote to suspend the rules 
so that they could change that 
section of the recently revised 
ASSSC Election Code which for- 
bids counting any write-in votes 
for AS President and Vice Presi- 
dent, 


Sutter’s suggestion was aimed 
at providing legitimacy to the 
campaign of two write-in tickets 
for the top slots in the executive 
branch, Ordinarily any changes 
in the Election Code would have 
to first be approved by the Elec- 
tion Board before coming before 
the BOD, 


Sutter contended he was not 
trying to change the rule just 
for the present situation, but that 
he thought the BOD was unwise 
in putting the restriction in the 
election code in the first place, 


However, Sutter’s motion 
failed to receive a second, It 
was the concensus of the other 
student legislators that changing 
the rule at this time would be 
bending to make a regulation fit 
a specific case, 


Consequently, the votes for 
the Hardy Frye-Ron Groves and 
Doug Carter-John Lundstrom 
tickets were not counted after 
balloting finished last evening. 


Carter has told the Hornet 
he will take his case to the 
Board of Justice, 


Where this will lead the grad- 
uate government student is un- 
certain, One reliable source on 
the BOD informed the Hornet 
that Carter did not file a state- 
ment of campaign expenditures 
(as all candidates must), that his 
campaign publicity was in viola- 
tion of the election code and that 
his eligibility for the Presidency 
was never established despite 
his petitioning and appeals to the 
Board of Justice, 


According to Elections Co- 
ordinator Nadine Weinberg she 
urged all official and write-in 
candidates to read the entire 
election code before proceeding 
with their campaigns. 


The present argument is typi- 
cal of the disorder which chroni- 
caily plagues ASSSC elections, 
Apathy and incompetence, or 
both, have for years character- 
ized the choosing of student lead- 
ers, 


Five years ago, for instance, 
the entire general election was 
invalidated because those indj- 
viduals manning the polls were 
giving each voter two ballots, 

Last spring’s College Union 
election was invalidated by the 
AS President and later reinvali- 
dated by the Board of Justice 
(which at the same time repudi- 
ated the legitimacy of the presi- 
dent’s invalidating) 


Between these exciting fiascos 
have been numerous elections 
planned in quiet desperation by 
more people than turned out to 
vote,

they are a write-in vote. ‘‘I have 
sought legal council on the issue, 
and if the election results are 
not voided and a new election 
held, I will have to take the issue 
to the state courts.’’ They said 
that candidates should run on 
tickets, but that it is undemocra- 
tic to elect only one ticket or 
the other, or not being able to 
vote for the individual candidate, 
Referring to write-in votes, Frye 
said, ‘‘As in all state and nation- 
al elections, write-in votes must 
be counted in the spirit of demo- 
cratically free and open elec- 
tions,’’ 

In response to these charges, 
AS President Kit Oase said he 
would wait until after an official 
request for another election had 
been filed before he would com- 
ment. Nadine Weinberg also de- 
clined comment until the matter 
was officially brought before her, 
(Richard Kimball of the BOD said 
that he felt the election code was 
fully publicized on the campus 
bulletin board and was available 
in the AS offices since March 
27, and that all candidates should 
have picked up a copy of the code. 
Kimball also said that the reason 
the offices of president and v.p, 
were being voted on as a single 
ticket was that the job required 
of ASSSC officers need two people 
who can work effectively to- 
gether. 

In response to Frye’s criti- 
cism that the election code should 
have been explained at the 
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narne and address, to"OUR LEADER,” P.O. Box 7007, Grand Central Station, New York 10017 


Tuesday Election Forum, AS Vice 
President Lee Ritchy said it was 
his oversight, and that he was 
sorry he had not done so, 

Concerning the whole election, 
Frye said, ‘Everyone here on 
fsampus complains about student 
apathy, yet when they do get stu- 
dents out to vote, the election 
is run undemocratically, and if 
it can’t be run democratically 
then we will all go back to being 
apathetic.

University will present the first 
of four Life Science lectures 
Thursday, May ll, at the Univer- 
sity of California at Davis, 


He will present two public 
lectures and two formal semi- 
nars in May, The lectures will 
be on ‘Animal Species--The 
Modern View,"' and '' Human Evo- 
lution-- Past, Present and 
Future."" The second lecture 
will be May 18, Both will be 
given in Hunt Hall 100 at 8 pm 
and will be followed by an in- 
formal reception in the foyer, 


Mayr's first formal seminar 
will be on _ genetics, entitled 
"Population Size and Evo- 
lutionary Rate," will be held 
May 15 at 4 pm in Hutchinson 
Hall 115, On May 16 he will 
pursue the topic ''Zoogeographi- 
eal Evolution of Faunas"’ at a 
zoology seminar at 4 pm in 
Horticulture 10L 


Mayr is presently Alexander 
Agassiz professor of Zoology and 
the director of the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology at Harvard, 
He received his Ph.D, degree 
from the University of Berlin in 
1926. Before coming to the US 
in 1931 he was a member of the 
Rothschild expedition to Dutch 
New Guinea in 1928, of an 
expedition to the Mandated Terri- 
tory of New Guinea in 1928-29 
and of the Whitney South Sea 
Expedition to the Soloman Is- 
lands, 1929-30, 


Mayr is the author of "List 
of New Guinea Birds," "'Sys- 


tematics and _ the Origin of 
Species," "Birds of the 
Southwest Pacific’ and ''An- 


imal Species and Evolution.'’ He 
is the co-author of "Birds af 


the Philippines"' and ''Methods 
and Frinciples of Systematic 
Zoology."’ 


From 1947-49 he was editor 
of ‘''Evolution."' Mayr will be 
in residence at UCD from May 
8-20 during which time he will 
be available for meetings with 
graduate students and informal 
seminars. 


Senate Ok’'s 
Tax Credit 


Study Plan 


Support of the plan to provide 
a federal income tax credit for 
post-high school educational and 
vocational training expenses has 
been given by the US Senate by 
a 53-26 vote. 

Provisions of the plan allow 
the student or his provider to 
subtract 75 percent of the first 
$200 paid for his education, 25 
percent of the next $300 and 10 
percent of the next $1,000 from 
the income tax owed the govern- 
ment. In terms of the average 
student expenses at SSC of 
approvimately $230 for fees and 
books annually, a «cudent would 
receive a credit oi $157.50. This 
credit represents one half of the 
maximum $325 limit. Therefore, 
an SSC _ student receives a 
premium credit on minimal 
charges, For example the student 
paying $2,000 for tuition, fees, 
and books may only receive $325 
maximum, Parents supporting 
more than one qualified child may 
get a separate credit for each. 

Continued controversy on this 
measure is expected by Capitol 
speculators.

He went on to say that by 
now, there are very few who are 
unimpressed by the achievements 
of electronic computers, Only 
the most obstinate skeptic has 


‘ any doubt that the computer is 
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destined to play a revolutionary 
role in the operation of most 
business, It is not nearly so wide- 
ly recognized, however, that the 
rise of the computer has been 
accompanied by a profound 
change in the ways of manage- 
ment, a change only partially 
related to the computer itself, 
Broadly speaking, this change 
has been concerned. with the ways 
that management makes deci- 
sions about the future, It is a 
new sytle of managemen( based 
upon the use of mathematics 
and other methods of science, 


Moody’s talk on this new style 
in management should be of par- 
ticular interest to those in Busi- 
ness Administration, Public Ad- 
ministration, Mathematics and 
Engineering. Moody, partner in 
the firm of Arthur Andersen & 
Co,, Los Angeles, is sponsorea 
by the Department of Accounting 
& Quantitative Controls and will 
be introduced by Phil Briggs, 
associate professor of account- 
ing.

So you want to be an intercollegiate swimmer! 

Recently, I cornered Joe Glander, the swimming coach here 
at Sacramento State and asked him just what it took in the way 
of hard work and determination to be an outstanding swimmer, 
Glander, of course, has spent most of his life around this great 
sport, having served on the coaching staffs of Bowling Green, the 
University of Idaho, the University of Oklahoma, and Sacramento 
State, after graduating from Ohio University, and should be the 
person to know. 


OBLIGATIONS 

Before even hitting the pool, certain obligations must be understood 
by the aspiring athlete. (1) Every swimmer is expected to swim 
200 laps of a 25 yard pool per day, —-72 laps constitutes a mile. 
(2) Each day there will be a warm up consisting of 10 laps with a 
kick board, 10 laps with ankles wrapped with a tube, and 10 free style 
laps. (3) Be ready to start regular workouts promptly at 3:00 p.m., 
Monday through Friday. (4) Unlike football or baseball which are 
specialized, swimming demands that the athlete be an all around 
performer. He must swim all four strokes,—the backstroke, butter- 
fly, breaststroke, and the free style during every practice session, 
for at least 50 yards of each stroke.

Easy 200 yards at two-thirds racing speed

Middle distances and Breaststroke, Butterfly, Backstroke: 
Monday, Wed, Fri. — Ten, 400 yards. One every six minutes, 
— Twenty, 25 yard sprints, —all out 
— Finish up with an easy 200 yard swim 
-— Twenty, 50 yard sprints all out. 
-— One every minute of the above. 
— Ten, 100 yards. One every 2 minutes. 
— Two individual medieys at 200 yards each, 
— End up with ten, 25 yard sprints, all out 
1,650 yards and longer distances 

200 yards of each basic stroke 

200 Laps of pool per day 

Finish up with turning drills 

Now that the proper training has been fulfilled, and the athlete 
is in top physical condition, determination and mental attitude comes 
into play. Glander, who was awarded the 25 year service award in 
swimming reiterated that real ‘‘gut’? is needed to be a top flight 
swimmer,

BLOCKS 

Mental blocks do play large factors in a swimmer’s success. 
A tragic example of this is Chet Jastremski of Indiana, who set the 
American record for the 100 yard breast stroke with a time of 
58.5 in 1963. Since that time, Jastremski has had trouble breaking 
63.0, and has dropped out of the picture. 

In summation, discipline, physical condition, determination, and 
psychological factors must be in hand before any degree of success 
can be attained in swimming. Now that you’ve seen what a swimmer 
must go through, do you have enough of what it takes to go out?

What an assignment! ‘‘Cover basic training. Get the big pic- 
ture!’’ 

Well, here we are at Lackland Air Force Base, Texas, the 
**yateway to the Air Force.”’ The sign next to the main entrance 
looks friendly enough; indeed you can almost see it smile at 
you — the civilian, But once the new inductee (called a ‘‘rain- 
bow”? because of the civilian clothes he is wearing) crosses 
through the receiving office door, that friendly beacon undergoes 
a metamoryaic change into a roaring monster full of the sound 
and fury of military life. 

The military suddenly becomes the basic’s existence, replacing 
the unordered, leisurely life of the college student. A sign over 
our training instructor’s door reads, ‘‘Military discipline is 
that mental attitude and state of training which render obedience 
and proper conduct instinctive under all conditions, It is founded 
upon respect for ami loyalty to properly constituted authorit+.”’ 

That, exactly, is the aim of basic training: to teach the formerly 
‘“‘unmilitary’’ how to think and act under »ressure, work and 
carry himself in the proper military way; how to salute an officer 
when you see him and do it without ev no thinking; how to act 
instinctively when performing a duty — an’ duty. 

At first the basic can’t see the pur ose in all the turmoil 
and hardness of the military. He is issued a comb and gets his 
hair cut off. He is paid but only allowed to spend it on items which 
are required by regulations. He isgiven stationery but not allowed 
to write. He is confined to his barracks to sit on his faotiocker 
for hours, He is cut off completely from the outside world. 

Unfortunately, some cannot survive the withdrawal pains. 

That first week is Hell. To start with, the weather closely 
resembles that of no other place on earth. (Someone once said that 
Texas is a nice place to be from. The same person also pointed 
out that if you don’t like the weather, just wait a few minutes. 
Usually it gets worse.) 

The first four shaky days are spent drilling, being peppered 
in the arm with innoculation after seemingly needless innoculation, 
drilling, marching, being fingerprinted and photographed and, 
worst of all, going through ‘‘the green monster.’’ 

‘*The green monster”’ is the yellow building where nearly $300 
worth of clothing is issued. The basic enters one end and comes 
out the other nearly four hours later, The feeling is like no 
other ever experienced. At 6 am he is a “‘rainbow”’ in civilian 
clothes. At 11 am he is an airman basic. 

The next week he settles into a routine of drill, classes, 
inspections, meals, physical conditioning and various maintenance 
activities (sweeping, polishing, washing, brushing, scrubbing). 
By the third week he is a ‘‘veteran’’. On the 20th day of training 
each basic is personally evaluated on everything he has learned. 
The final two weeks are spent in field training. 

Ultimately, basic training is not a place for learning a 
trade or a tangible skill. Technical schools are established for 
that purpose. Primarily, the trainee is taught how to understand 
and act in the military while he is in basic, Once he is able 
to accept this fact, the basic is ‘‘in the pocket.’ Some learn 
in the first few days. Others never learn.

Editor of the Hornet, Sir: 

In regards to your blind stab 
at rationalizing the use of Capi- 
tal Punishment in the April 14th 
Hornet, 


With the execution of Aaron 
Mitchell, I criticized the death 
penalty, However, I sought no 
particular scapegoat for my 
criticism, What I did question 
was how the highly educated 
citizenry of California could al- 
low such a barbarous law to 
remain in the statutes, 


In the first place, “‘two wrongs 
don’t make a right.” Aaron 
Mitchell was wrong in killing a 
Sacramento policeman, but our

Most people chime in that such 
an act serves as a deterrent, 
To my knowledge, this factor 
has not been proven conclusive- 
ly, Anyway, if an individual had 
such a strong desire to kill 
another person, or if he was 
going to commit an act which 
might cause hiin to have to kill 
another persoi to save him- 
self, he would probably go to 
another state in which the death 
penalty doesn’t exist, So where 
is your deterrent, if it does 
exist? 


I suspect that the two rea- 
sons, all of us allow such a 
barbaric action to take place 
in the year 1967 is, because we 
all have a little of the ‘‘eye 
for an eye theory’? in our per- 
sonalities and also, because we 
want to do away with anything 
which might reflect badly on our 
society, 


Why don’t we come into the 
Twentieth Century with our hu- 
manitarian values and make them 
as progressive as our develop- 
ment in other areas?

Even at this i: “> date I feel 
myself compelled to respond to 
Ronald Blubaugh’s ‘‘Insight: A 
Report From The Beats’ as it 
appeared in THE SACRAMENTO 
BEE on April 2, 1967, with the 
caption, ‘‘UC, Colleges Get 
Double Standard,’’ 

Mr. Blubaugh takes great 
pains in his article to show’ that 
the University of California is 
being short changed in the cur- 
rent budget proceedings because 
it is slated to receive only 83,1 
per cent of the state support that 
the Regents originally requested, 
It is most emphatically stated by 
Mr, Blubaugh that the 83,1 figure 
is unfair, for the state colleges 
are destined to receive 90 per 
cent of the original request by 
the Board of Trustees, Mr, Blu- 
baugh contends that the dear 
governor is using a double stand- 
ard when it comes to higher edu- 
cation in California because of 
his hatred of the ‘‘mess’’ at the 
University. 

Mr, Blubaughis correct: there 
IS a double standardin existence! 
Let me point out a few facts: 
In one recent state-wide higher 
education bond election, the 
building program at the Univer- 
sity of California at Davis re- 
ceived 18 (eighteen!) million dol- 
lars while Sacramento State Col- 
lege (with nearly double the en- 
rollment) got only 1 1/2 million 
dollars! Recently SSC professor 
Dr. Marc R. Tool reported in 
his report tothe Academic Senate 
of the California State Coileges 
Under the Master Plan, that the 
University of Calif. had 38% of 
the total student enrollment, yet 
received 58% of the California 
budget for higher education, 
While the U. of Calif, has nine 
campuses, there are currently 
eighteen colleges in the Calif- 
ornia State College System with 
provision for three more in the 
near future, For every $23.50 
spent on each class-hour at SSC, 
$45.00 is being spent on a Uni- 
versity of California student for 
the same hour. The total enroll- 
ment for the State Colleges in 
fall ’66 was 195,118, while the 
University had 130,033, 

I submit Mr, Blubaugh, that 
there is indeed a double standard 
in existence between the state 
colleges and the University, and 
the wieght falls on the side of 
the University!
